Family Egress Goes to China: November 6, 13, and 20, 3-4:30 pm. Lower Level 
Chinese Festival: November 13, 2-4:30 pm. North Lobby and Lower Level 

At The Cleveland Museum of Art, families can haye fun and learn about the 
annual exhibition, Asian Autumn-New Ohjects/New Insights: Recent Chinese Acquisitions 
by participating in free drop-in events on Sundays in November. Family Express Goes to 
China offers free art activities related to the exhibition. The Chinese Festival, featuring 
the traditional and performing arts of China, combines family arts activities with artists’ 
demonstrations and performances. 

Family Express offers family workshops on three consecutive Sundays from 3:00 to 
4:30 pm: the art of Chinese writing on November 6: the famous Chinese Dragon Kites 
on November 13: and the design of mirrors, based on centuries-old Chinese mirrors with 
elaborate decorations, on November 20 . Participants do not have to pre-register or pay 
a fee for the instruction or materials, nor are they obligated to arrive at 3:00 pm or stay 
until the end. Children and adults of aU ages are welcome. 

The Chinese Festival’s activities include both demonstrations and music and dance 
performances. From 2:00 to 3:30 pm, participants may make Chinese Dragon PCites, 
create grasshoppers and goldfish from ribbon, have a calligrapher write their names in 
Chinese characters, or learn about the medicinal value of Chinese herbs. From 3:00 to 
3:15 pm, the East Side Chinese School will present both the Ribbon Dance, in which the 
dancer twirls a 10- to 15-foot-long ribbon to make designs in mid-air, and the Cup 
Dance, in which the dancer demonstrates grace and dexterity by steadily holding a cup— 
often filled with tea or water— throughout the dance. The dances will be performed in 
the North Lobby. At 3:30 pm, traditional Chinese music will be performed on stringed 
instruments in the Recital Hall, followed by a demonstration of the Chinese martial arts, 
Taijiquan and Qigong. 

A number of community organizations are participating in the event, including 
the Organization of Chinese Americans of Greater Cleveland, and the East Side Chinese 
School and the Westlake Chinese School, both Saturday schools that offer classes for 
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young people taught by members of the Chinese-American community. Also participating are 
representatives from Chinese International Martial Arts and Kamshing Retail Store.
